The career of Mr. Ilnnter 
vividly illustrates tho mnlalions of 
forllino and Ihii decrees of falo. lie 
is now old and poor, lu his oarlv 
iiianliooti ho was chairman of the 
Ways and Heani Comuiltleo of the 
ITniied Slatcfa'nbnlib ofltepreseiita- 
liven, where a wink oranndmiKbt 
have made hliii vaitly rhh. Afiei- 
ward he wan Speaker of that body, 
a'ld subaeqneiitly a Senator in Ooii- 
l!res«, In which body ho was at Ilie 
head of tho Finauvo CuiumiUoii, in 
which position, had ho t!ron a venal 
man, ho ronid have made liiluself a 
mlilionaire. I'pmi eeoiiiinile (pies- 
lions, and unesiions appei lainint: lo 
Hnancial alfairs and eoiiiaue and eiir- 
ivney, ho was regarded as llie uldesi 
man in Ihe nalion. lie hoi-Hiiie .Sec- 
retary of Stale of the t'oiifederalo 
(lovernmenl, and after the days of 
IJoi onHlriK'tlon ho was ele.-ted Treas- 
urer of Virginia, but gave place to 
one of Mahoiie'a henchmen. lie canu 
within a few votea of being chosen to 
the United Slale^ Senate liy the Leg- 
islature in 187li. lie and .Tctforaon 
DavIb, I.yman Triiinliiill and Simon 
Cameron are the only survivors of 
the Scnalo o( ISfiO. And now in his 
old age, after audi a long career, and 
after filling ao many exallcd stations 
with honor and ability, he is driven 
by poverty to accept an olllce among 
Ike moat inaignllicaiil at the I'l-esi- 
dont'a diaposal.— Times.

Immediate- 
ly after the fast he began to take milk 
gradually, two tabloipoonfuls an 
hour, but does not now feel any appe- 
tite. He aaya that fasting la a very 
euy buaineaa and thoroughly rida the 
systeiu of Indigestion In all forma."

about his defeat. The Loiiieville 
Coniincrcial ehaigeo that ^1,500 each 
was the price paid for four of these 
votes by the Barbour side. 'J he con- 
vention l)ioke up in a row and Set 
Millec, of Loui.sville, was kiioi kcd 
down by Henry Barker, The allair 
was a disgrace to the Diuiiocratic par- 
ty. Saufley will abide by the result. 
It is said the tactics of both sides 
were the same and it will not do to 
stir up the matter o^i either side.

Mn. EniTOtt : 

I wish to modify wliat I am itoliig 
to say iu the way of the slalenioiit of 
facts by saying if anylhing that shall 
bo stated as a fact should not be true 
it will be boeause the writer has 
been misinformed. No false stale- 
inciit will be made with intent, noth- 
ing sot down in malice. We liavo 
voted a tax ou llopkinsvillc fur the 
purpose of securing railroad coinpe- 
tilion. The direct tax is lo be paid 
by thecity jiropor, but the surround- 
ing counlry will indirectly have to 
pay a large proportion of it, for the 
trade ol the surrounding counlry 
must make the city able to pay Us 
taxes of every description. Hence 
one living contiguous to the city Uan 
material Interest in the disposition of 
the present tax, though he is nut al- 
lowe<1 to vote on the question or coiih 
peiied to pay a direct tax. 

flTe are told the money paid on 
freights at IIopkiuBvilia amounts to 
three hundred and aixty tbouaaud 
dollars annualiyi and it is safe to say 
it amounts to one hundred thousand 
doiianover and above araaaonabie 
rate. IIow muob would one hundred 
iliousand doiian over and above our 
pre^ut' income annually, build up 
the Inlerest of the city? 

Take tho figures ou a heavy wheat 
crop in our country, which could he 
shipped at flfteen cts. loss per bushel. 
We have a clear prollt of forty-five 
tlioui;uul dollars I>eaidos what is 
xliipped aflar being manuflwturcJ 
into Hour. 

To illustrate again, take the buHi- 
ness of Forbes & llro, IIow iniieli 
would forty-live thousand dollats in 
tho bauds of farmers stlniulatu ihcir 
trade? Give them cheap coal ami 
cheap rates on lumber, how much 
it would increase Ids lumber and 
building trade. It would cheapen 
building material and largely in- 
crease custom. You may apjily it to 
other busioaat of tbo city and it pro- 
duces tba aama raauit, so much so 
that the debt of aevauty-five thous- 
and dollars would soarcoiy be felt 
to llie city. 

But auppoee we fail to get this com- 
petition, wo will have the aeveuty- 
live tiiousand dollars to pay and wo 
will be like tho man mentioned iu 
the gospel, ."The iut state of that 
man was worse than tho first." Shall 
we be bcncllted by past expcricnee 
or shall wo make the mistake of 
(illiers? 'I'liis H'eiiis lobe our very 
laet chalice to jjet eniniielinj,' freij(lit 
rates. Miss this and wu are uiiduiie. 
There is no olher proi-pect in tlie lu- 
lui'C, we arc in the hands and at the 
mercy of a powerful railroad corpo- 
ration, the tactics of which is lo de- 
Htruy coiii|)olition in any country 
that is worth skinning. 

About eighteen yean ago a rail- 
road was projected ftmn Buaaeiiviite 
to Owensboro, the purpose of which 
was to have a road to oompeta with 
tiia L. ft N. railroad. Logan oounly 
voted a tax on itself to the amount 
of llva hundred thousand dollars. 
From some cause tho road wu only 
partly built ;tlie next we hear It turna 
up iu the hands of the L ft N. rail- 
road and they held it in that unfin- 
Uhcd condition until the State I..cKi8- 
laliirc roiiipelled tliem to lliiish it. 
I.ogan I'ouiily has a tremendous tax 
1)11 her and is still complelely at the 
iiierey of the L. & N. road aud some 
of us by experience know what that 
inoani. 

To gel railroad competition Clarks- 
vlllo projected a railroad from that 
place to Princeton to tap the C. ft U. 
railroad, but br some mauagenient 
before the road is half completed (we 
arc credibly informed) the L. ft N. 
road has enough stock to completely 
ooutrol it and to make ila victory 
mora oomplata ItbH pnreliasad the 
Una of boats' that hantotora gave 
Clarksville competing rates and vir- 
tually oontrols tho tnfle of Cumber- 
land river. 

Shall we P'.ake a like mistake, lose 
our sevcniy-flveihousand dollars and 
ill a few years find ourselves In the 
same tl.x as Kussollvlllo and Ix>gan 
county, and In a worse condition than 
our sister city Clarksville, for 
ebc may yet gel jiartial relief 
by way of the Cumberland river 
for a portion of each year. To my 
nilud there is but one sure way for 
us to get railroad conipclitioii, only 
oneprobable, only one plausible way 
^Mlatbat is'as plain as the nose on a 
man's face. That way is to assist tbc 
C. ft 0. road to build a nilroad fW>m 
Ilopkinsviile lo connect with the C. 
ft O. road, aud for aaid road to equip 
and run it in conneotion with their 
system of roads. We might get some 
independent company to assist us in 
building said road, on perhaps seem- 
ing better terms ; but a road thirty 
miles long from Ilopkinsviile to Daw- 
son cannot compete with such a sys- 
tem as tho C. ft O. or L, & N. road. 
It would have no outlet for through 
freights of any character. To illus- 
trate : suppose this road was built and 
paid for and started to-morrow per- 
fectly eiiiiijiiied. It might deliver our 
coal at half the present rates. The L, 
& N. conkl, and perhaps would, de- 
liver it for little or uothlng, aud as to 
through rates the L. & N. road would 
take it for less than our road could 
have it carried from Dawson by the 
C. ft 0. road, ^n a word tho L. & N. 
road could free|W it out so it could 
not pay the expanses of running. 
We ail know what oomes next. Bell 
outi Who will . buy 7 TheCftO. 
may buy and if ao it will be ail right, 
but the great inducement will be to 
the L. ft .N. road. If it foils into their 
hands it will Rive them the privilege 
of skinning and gutting ono of the 
llnesl countries tho sun ever shone 
upon. But you say the city will have 
stock to tha amount of sevOnty-flve 
thousand doiian and will not sell to 
tbo L. & N, road, but eevenly-flve 
thousand dollars will nut lie a 



kiiiJiville to Dawson, and a controll- 
ing inlerest is about all a corporation 
waiiU. I believe I have Htuled facts 
and given a plain eoniinoii sense view 
of the future outlook williout malice 
and wiihout prejudice or ill-will to 
the great railroad corporation alluded 
to, and I hiivu written these lines be- 
cause I feci a deep and abiding inter- 
est in the country that gave me birth 
and where I hope to be buried. I love 
every uart of it aud desire prosperity 
111 every laudable business connected 
with it.

The Bailroad Bally. 

The procession and public meeting 
at the Court House Friday night com- 
pleted the victory for the now rail- 
road and all opposition was over- 
whelmed by the popular enthusiasm 
and the llghl was won before a single 
guu had been flred. The parade or- 
ganized at the corner of 8lli and Vir- 
ginia Sts., and at 8 o'clock movfd out 
north Virginia in the following order : 
White horsemen, Colored horsemen, 
the Ilopkinsviile Comet Band on 
foot {Company D, Kentucky State 
Guards;' Band wagon with string 
baifd, wagons and other vehicles with 
transparencies ;pedestrians and torch- 
boann. Seveuty-flva torches were 
scattered along the line and about 
Iweuty-flve or thirty transpareucies 
were carried in the parade. The 
luai'shals fur the occasion were Park 
A. lleatoii and T. L. Hmltli, both 
niounlcd ou liery steeds. The line of 
iiiaroh indicated in our last issue was 
followed out and at !) o'clock the pro- 
oesoion balled in front of the Court 
House, Main St'eet from Tentli 
lo Si.\th Streets was densely crowded 
with people, and at many oilier places 
ou the Hue of march, large crowds 
wero assembled and cheered the pro- 
cession as it passed. Hundreds of la- 
dies were among the sjiectators and 
the whole parade wu conducted iu an 
orderly manner. ' It was a decided 
succeu and every vestige of opposi- 
tion seemed to melt away before tho- 
epoutaneoua outbunt of popular en 
thusium. 

At 0 o'clock the court .honto was 
densely packed with men determined 
by their votot to give aid and oncour- 
Bgemcnt to the Chesapeake ft Ohio 
branch of the Ilopkinaviile ft Cadi?, 
railroad. The meeting wu called to 
order by Mr. Win. Cowan and upon 
motion Judge Joe McCarroII was 
clioscn chairman and Chas. M 
Meacham aud John U. Uust secreta- 
ries. 

Dr. W. G. Wheeler was the llrst 
speaker. He set forth in plain terms 
the nature of the jiroposition to be 
voted up >ii and rciteraled tho pledge 
upon the part of the directory, that 
unless a coniiad rould be made llial 
would give relief to the people the 
appropriation to be voted would not 
bo used by the II. & C. Company to 
connect with theC, & O. road. 

Judge J. I. Landes spoke briefly 
and was followed by lion. Ju. 
Breathitt in an earnest argument for 
the proposition. Col. A. II. Clark 
followed in one of hiseharaoterUtic 
humoroua eflbrta and kept the crowd 
lu an uproar for half an hour. 

Isaiah Jones, coi.,tben spoko for the 
proposition In behalf of bis race and 
II. W. Henry made the closing speech, 
which wu both eloquent aud logical 
and was received with frequent 
outbursts of applause. The meeting 
quietly adjourned at about 10:30 
o'clock.
